We should 
insist that any Chinese Reds who come before 
the UN talk first about Korea and secondly 
about Io rm o sa . If they will not, they sliould 
be denied an opportunity to em ploy the UN 
for their ow*n imperial aims. T hey should be 
sent back to P eking w ithout gaining the UN's 
ea r for so m uch as a minute. 
O ur strategic position with respect to Mao 
is not strong. T he least we can do is to take 
adva nta ge of such aces as we have.

W ITH U.S. 8TH ARMY, Korea 
— 1^ 1— ¡t was on a day when the 
whole American front surged for­ 
ward.
